The developments in 
the Far East during the past fow 
certainly suggest that 
solemn promises muy easily go by 
the board If and when military

. The thought naturally “obtrades 
itself that, after all, human nature 
has not grently changed, despite 
all the lessons of the war and all 
the evidence which it provided of 


| the folly of armed conflict. * This, 


in turn, raises the issue of the renl 
cnuaea of war and of the factors 
which lend to it. It has been 
argued that if all armaments are 
done away with, thero will bo no 
further -risk. of warfare, But 
against that point we have to-bear 
In mind another—namoly, that tho, 


| Powors have never yot agreed’ on 
the desirability of general‘and com-. 


ttselt cogstitute on guaranttt 6 
sccurity. According to this” au- 
thority, if the Powers are really 
sincere, they will ‘ndmit, that the 
chief object in reducing arma- 
ments Js to lighten the burden of 
expenditure’ nnd to provent a re- 
aumption of competition which 
‘would be disnatrous in these days, 
ViewIng the aituation thus, it fs 
contended that the only practical 
vourse is for peaceful countrica 
which realise the need of arma- 
ment reduction.to come to an un- 
derstanding one with the other to 
render mutual assistance in case 


‘J of attack. 


Those who had hoped that tho 
Great War. would once and for all 
show mankind the criminal folly 
of armed conftict must be feeling 
deeply chngrined by the Far East- 
érn unheaval which threntens to 
embroil mére than the actual 
participants. Obviourly the 
Powers cannot indefinitely stand 
by and allow events to take their 
own course. Apart from conslder- 
ations of protection of their own 
nationals, other issues are {n- 
volved. In these days, a duty to 
humanity Hes on’ peaceful nations 
to ave that world concord is not 
jeopardixed and that the weak nre 
not trodden under foot. It is be- 
cause of these things that the next 
few days are likely to be fraught 
with yrave developments. Let as 
hope thut the influence of those 
anxious to serve the interests of 
peace ‘will succecd In dominating 
the situation. 


What Next, Japan? 


The succession of events at 
Shanghai and Nanking have rerved 
at letst one useful purpose. Bri- 
tnin, the United States and the 
Lengue of Nations have decided to 
accept their responsibilities. Un- 
less the Japanese view of the 
incidents is upheld, Articles Ten 
and Fifteen of the Lengue 
Covenant are likely to be invoked, 
while Britnin and Amerien have 
atrendy lodged a series of vigorous 
protests. Shanghai and ‘Nanking 
have provided, seemingly, an un- 
mistnkable demand ~ for -action 
which should have ' been taken 
long ago, in place of the feeble 
fumbling and unwillingness to face 
the issucé. Japan still asserts 
that she has no territorial ambi- 
tions In Manchuria or In China 
and still declares her complete 
imocence of warlike intentions. 
To-dry, however, the world declines 
to be impressed. And the doubts 
are not lefsened by thé .constant 
repetitions of peaceful aims—fol- 
lowed with almost — startling: 
rapidity by the employment of 
armed force. Japan must not 
wonder at the seepticiam with 
which her words are now greeted, 
Since September 18, when Japan- 
ese troops first drew the sword, a 
dunl authority has been manifest 
in Japanese policy, leaving the 
Foreign Minister in the position of 
being unable to define the inten- 
tions of General Honjo in Man- 
churia because - that gentleman

The Invitation. 


Something of this’ impression 
rests with me. when I. recall my 
experiences of the night of De~

If monoy-changers’ premiums 
are any indication, the shortage af

ments, 20 is being charged.

“The parties were marricd in 
November 1928, and they lived to- 
gether, I think, up till about De- 
cembor 22 of Inst yenr, During 
that porfod sha complains that her 
husband hos f{ll-treated her, in- 
sulted hor, and belittled her on 
every ocension he could, and failed 
{6 provide her with ordinary pro- 
per food and = maintenance. On 
three occasion» during that perlod 
sie has been beaten by him, and on 
the inst occasion, in December of 
Inst year, she left her husband for 
quod, refusing to live with him any 
longer. ' 
-“T think that your Worship after 
hearing: on the fads, will come to 
the conelusion that it fs impossible 
for this ludy to live with ber hua- 
band any longer.” 

In the witness-box Mra, Mariam 
Farid sald that there had heen two 
children) of the marriage—a boy 
anda girl, Her first year of 
married Hfe- had been happy.

Sir Henry Pollock Back. 


As 1 look around I am glad to 
see with us our old friend and 
past President, the Ion.

Every Convenience. 


The building has four storeys. 
The ground floor consists of a 
swimming bath with the necessary 
adjuncts, such ag showers, dress- 
ing rooms, heating and filtration 
plants.. The bath Is 75 feet in 
length, 25 fect in width, and with 
a depth varying from 3% to 8 
feet. Its cnpacity is approximate 
ly 60,000 gallons. For the purifi- 
cation of the water and the heating 
of it for winter use an elaborate 
scheme is being Installed. It 
consists of a centrifugal pump, 
alum apparatus, twin boilers (Can- 
day pattern), boiler, chlorinatar, 
air compressor’ and aerator, the 
whole with the capneity of circulat- 
ing 8,000 gallons per hour. Tho 
highest medical authorities as- 
sure us that this method of water 
purification Is quite satisfactory

the question of affording facilities 
in place of those which. may have 
to be done away with. For. in- 
stance it ia hoped that it will be 
possible to develop Laichikok Bay, 
which is already on one of the bus 
routes. Meanwhile this swimming 
bath will be a boon, especially to 
members of the Services. 

I feel sure that { shall carn the 
approbation of my friend, Mr. 
Braga, when I ray that the As- 
sociation showed wisdom and fore- 
sight in declding to buihl their 
main centre on the mainland. The 
difficulties that exist in the limited 
areca on the island are to be aren 
in the question of the City Hall, 
a portion of which has hitherto 
been made use of by the Y.M.C.A.

It is be- 
enuse of these things that the next 
few days are likely to be fraught 
with grave developments, Let us 
hope that the influence of those 
anxious to serve the Intereats of 
peaee will aueceed in dominating 
the situation. 


What Next, Japan? 


The succession of events at 
Shanghai and Nanking have served 
fit leat one useful purpose. ' Bri- 
tain, the United States and the 
Learue of Nations have decided to 
accept their. responsibilities, Un- 
loss the Japanese view of the 
incidents is upheld, Articles Ten 
and Fifteen of the Lengue 
Covenant are likely to be invoked, 
while Britain’ and America ‘have 
already lodged n acries of vigorous 
protests.

Mrs. Mariam Farld, the wifo of 
Mr, Mohamed Farid, an Indian 
clerk In the employ of the Union 
Insurance Society of Canton, 
summoned her husband yestorday 
for alleged fil-treatment and wilful 
neglect to provide hér with reason- 
able malintenanée. ~The ‘gase came 
before Mr. Schoficld at the Central 
Magistracy. 

In the course of her testimony, 
which she gave with some emotion, 
the complainant spoke of having 
been ansaulted on three distinct 
otcnsions, ‘and alleged’ that much 
of the unhappiness of her married 
life was due to the unreasonable 
attitude of her mother-in-law, who 
had made her home with them. 

Mra. Farid was ropresented by 
Mn. G. K. Hall Brutton, while the 
husband was defended -by Mr. 
E..S. C. Brooks. : 

In opening the case for the com- 
plainant, Mr. Hall Brutton anid: 
“The parties were marricd In 
November 1928; and they lived to- 
acther, I think, up till about Do- 
eember 22 of Inat year. During 
that portod she complains that her 
husband hna-ill-trented her, {n- 
sulted her, and belittled her on 
every occasion he could, and failed 
te provide her with ordinary pro- 
per food and maintenance. On 
three occasions during that period 
she hag been beaten by him, and on 
the Inst occasion, In December of 
last year, she left her husband for 
scood, refusing to live with him any 
longer, ‘ 

“DL think that your Worship after 
hearing on the facts, will come to 
the conclusion that it is Impossible 
for thia Indy to live with her hus. 
band any longer.” 

In the witness-box Mrs, Mariam 
Farid sald that there bad been two 
children of the marriage--a boy 
and oa girl Her first year of 
married Hfe had been happy. Bur 
in the middle of the following yenr 
when she was in a certnin con. 
dition, her husban! began to keold 
her. He quarreled with ,her over 
the food; complaining either that 
it had been tow much sulted down 
or that ft was tuateless, ‘There
